There Is no adequate sujiiwrt for the 


Impression tlmt the eurly morning 
hours nre lu any way niore wholesome 
or hwilthy than lator iwrlods of the 
dny. i:\i-epl In summer time, they are 
apt to 
l*.> damp, fogey, chilly and 


anion^ tlie least desirable hours of 
daylight. It Is quite true that during 
the summer there Is a sense of exhila- 
ration oliont beln;- abroad In Hiese 
early morning hours, but this evapo- 
rates with tli1.1 dew nnd Is apt to be 
succeeded by a corrcsitondlny depres- 
sion and lo?s of working power later 
In the day. I have been observing my 
friends and patients for the past twen- 
ty years In this resect and am In- 
clined to the opinion that not n little of 
the iUl|irossIon acid nervousness which 
so commonly develop In hot wcallicr Is 
due to excessive exposure to light, 
from habits of early risiny. Inherited 
from n^i'lcnlturnl ancestors, not coun- 
terbalanced by three to four hours' 
rest In darkened rooms in the middle 
of the day. 


Secondly, that the exhilaration expe- 


rienced during the early morning hours 
is nn exiwnsive luxury, which has to 
be paid for later In Iho day. In fact, I 
have found thai, as a general rule, to 
I_(ii 1 It very roughly, the business or 
professional man \vlio rises an hour 
before T.;:0 or S o'clock goes to bed or 
lo.ses his u-orl;l!L^ power an hour and 
a half ein-ller hi the evening. ICiieh iu- 
diviilual has fn the beginning of his 
day about so much working power 
stored up In his liralu and muscle 
cells. 
If he use's tills up with great 


rapidity In the early morning hours he 
naturally exhausts Ids stock the soon- 
er In Ihe afternoon or evening. 


It Is largely n matter of when a man 


wishes to be at his best. If his occu- 
pation Is of such a character that he 
can clear off the brunt of his work In 
the early morning hours, then let him 
rise early. If. ou the other baud, he re- 
quires full vigor nnd readiness of mind 
and body In the latter part of the day 
or at night, then he must rise later to 
get .It. Even in pure muscle work It Is 
false aconomy to work too long hours. 
—American Magazine.
